It's like the Chinese say. Those crazy Americans all look 


the same. So who can tell one thoroughbred from another? 


My friend Ted Worner tips me off, however, to a sure-fire 


system of identification if you've got two bucks on the favor- 
ite and you're wondering whatever happened to him in the 
backstretch. 


Check the silks, man. 
Back in 1762, at Newmarket, England, individual racing 


silks were first introduced to the punters (that's British for 
bettors). According to the American Racing Manual, ". . . 
lor the prevention of disputes arising from not knowing the 
colours worn by riders, seventeen gentlemen came to the 
decision to register their colours." 


Six of the 17 were dukes, one was a marquis, five were 


earls, one a viscount, one a lord and still another a knight. 
And then there were also a couple of stiffs like you and me 
to keep it democratic. 


Some women have been known to bet on pretty colors 


rather than on the horse or even the jockey. Of course 
you've got to have a pretty good stomach for it. Mrs. Hirsch' 
Jacobs' horses sport, jockeys wearing salmon pink and green. 
Don't knock. Horses trained by Hirsch have won almost 4 000 
races. 


I don't mind a bit of gray and yellow myself. Those colors 


belong to Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Bohemia Stable, which 
numbers one Kelso. The nine-year-old is now training in 
Florida for the $22,604 in purse money which will put him 
over the $2 million mark in earnings. 


The oldest active racing colors registered in this country 


are plain maroon, can be traced back to 1823 and belong to 
Howell E. Jackson of Upperville, Va., a descendant of Presi- 
dent. Andrew Jackson. English turf historians say that Lord 
Derby's black colors with a white cap were registered in 1799. 


The Jockey Club has approximately 5,000 different sets of 


colors registered in the states of New York and Delaware 
alone—30,000 others are registered at thoroughbred tracks 
across the country. 


Oh yes, Ted Womcr also wants Mr. or Mrs. America to 


know that he or she can sport his or her racing silks for the 
simple price of a box top. The gimmick is his annual Ken- 
tucky Club Derby Day contest. Name the horse and you get 
it, and the privilege to select silks. Besides going color blind 
you get a colt whose old man is Globemastcr, a Wood Memo- 
rial and Arlington Classic, and whose grandpop (on his mom's 
side) was Rclmont Stakes winner Bimelech. 


• The lucky guy or gal should be forewarned—stay away 


from purple, gold, scarlet and black in one combination. That 
natty rainbow belongs to Queen Elizabeth. 


There are a couple of things about this identification sys- 


tem that bother me, too. It's bound to be hell if you're color 
blind. Or, if your money's riding on the pink and he's riding 
neck and neck around the far turn with the guy in fuscia. 


Besides which, there's one final point of disillusionment, 
Racing "silks'" are not really silk any more. Usually, they're 


made of nylon, which not only washes easier but has proven 
to be more durable than the stuff which comes out of the 
cocoon. 


Next thing you know, they'll be broadcasting that a foot-

No details in Luong's back- 


ground were available. 


However, i t i s known that 


Washington 
authorities 
have 


been given a rundown on Thai. 


He was described as popular 


with the troops, as well as being 
a capable leader. 


No information was available 


on Thai's family, nor his physi- 
cal description, his language 
abilities or his religion, if any. 


Thai was said to have been 


born some 50 years ago in North 
Viet Nam, some 40 miles south- 
east of Hanoi. 


He probably was a teacher 


between 1928 and 1938 and is 
said to have served in 
the 


Chinese army. 


U.S. authorities have been 


told t h a t Thai has had both 
Chinese and Soviet military 
training, spent time at a Japa- 
nese naval school, and lived in 
Europe before returning to Viet 
Nam prior to 1939. 


In 1939, Thai fled to Kwangsi 


in southern China with the man 
who w a s North Vie tNam' stop 
military figure, Gen. Vo Nguyen 
Giap, probably returning to Viet 
Nam between 1941 and 1943 to 
help bulid the military forces of 
the Communist-led Viet Minh. 


Thai is regarded as an advo- 


cate of the Red Chinese hard- 
line school. 


After World War II, Thai rose 


to chief of staff of the Viet Minh 
army fighting the French and in 
1952 directed Viet Minh opera- 
tions in the Tonkin area.

Ilemo- 
lytic anemia may be associ- 
ated with Rh incompatibility 
in the newborn, allergy to 
cold, leukemia, Ilodgkin's dis- 
ease, ovarian tumors, many 
infectious 
diseases, 
m a n y 


drugs and chemical poisons, 
severe burns and some poi- 
sonous snake bites 


The outlook would depend 


on the cause and the severity. 
Drugs of the cortisone group 


are often helpful. Methylpred- 
nisone (Medrol) belongs in this 
category.

bother me at first but now I 
get weak and dizzy. Could this 
be from the drug? 


A—Nortripfyline (Aventyl) 


is a tranquilizer that should 
not be taken by anyone who 
has glaucoma or a kidney dis- 
ease. Among its side effects 
are dizziness, restlessness, in- 
somnia, b l u r r e d vision, 
drenching sweats, nausea and 
headache. 


Q—I have a disease called 


dystonia 
which causes my 


muscles to go into spasms 
Drugs have not helped me. I.s 
there any cure? 


A—Dystonia or t o r s i o n 


spasms is similar in many re- 
spects to chorea (St. Vitus's 
dance) and Parkinson's dis- 
eases (shaking palsy). The 
drugs given for palsy have 
helped some victims but, in 
general, drug treatment of 
this disease is unsatisfactory. 
Surgery offers the best hope 
for improvement. You should 
see a specialist in diseases of 
the nervous system and fol- 
low his instructions.

rectly, since most of them are 
Democrats. There is another 
side to this coin, of course. 


If Johnson went on television, 


well-publicized 
in advance to 


capture the greatest possible 
audience, with a full explana- 
tion of lhe war, he could answer 
his critics without naming them 
and probably win wider popular 
support. 


Instead, he has mostly tried to 


answer his critics by using top 
psople around him, like Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara. 


Other aides close to Johnson 


have presented the administra- 
tion's case, too. The result has 
been less than spectacular. The 
critics appear unconvinced. And 
the criticism continues. 


Just in case anyone was miss- 


ing this spectacle of Democrats 
chewing on Democrats, House 
Republican leaders this 
week 


issued a statement which said in 
part: The Democratic split is 
prolonging the war, undermin- 
ing the morale of the American 
fighting men, and "encouraging 
the 
Communist 
aggressor." 


They called on Johnson "to take 
command of his party." 


Until he does take a stronger 


hand in dealing with his Demo- 
cratic critics, instead of letting 
his aides carry the ball, the di- 
vi^on within the oartv nrobably 
will get worse and public opion- 
ion get more confused. 


For example, Humphrey and 


McNamara talked to the Senate

pilots did not follow because, 
officials said, they were low on 
fuel. 


The rules of hot pursuit never 


have been spelled out publicly, 
nor are they likely to be.

Hanoi and Haiphong are now
